Saturday morning if they do not feel they can morally and 
physically express themselves within the scope of the preseAt 
plans. \ 
The Pentagon would also become the des ti natio n of _ the MWC to DC iriacrc^. 
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still scheduled tc leave campus tomorrow at 7 : 30 a.m. The committee plan- 
ning the march issued a statement yesterday concerning the rumors of vio- 
lence for Saturday, They said, "If-it becomes apparent that any of the 
student groups going to Washington Saturday are planning violent action 
or are even carrying weapons, we cannot and will not encourage our group to go 
into the city. ' Since we feel that our own power is in the march itself, 
regardless of any rumors we will still encourage the march to Alexandria, 
Contributions of money, band-aids , ace bandages, lanterns, and sleep- 
ing bags are needed and can "be taken to the BULLET office.
